Sale of the Lower 
School site is now 
*just weeks away^ 


SERIOUS negoti¬ 
ations are now 
taking place after 
a Vale Council 
committee chose 
house-builders 
Taylor Wimpey as 


the “preferred 
bidder” for the 
land at the site of 
the old Cowbridge 
Lower School. 

The decision ^ 
taken on May 13 by

Trust Committee of the 
Vale Council. 

In fact, three council¬ 
lors were present when 
the tender documents 
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were opened. They were 
Coun Colin Osborne, 
Coun John Fraser and 
Coun Katherine Kemp. 

At the meeting, Mr. 
Madley of Messrs 
Rawlins and Madley, 
marketing agents for the 
Trust, outlined the details 
of the tender bids 
received for the former 
school site. 

It was reported that 
approximately 300 sets 
of sales particulars had 
been sent out as an initial 
mailshot, or as a response 
to advertising during the 
marketing period. 

A total of 22 informa¬ 
tion packs had been sent 
out during the marketing 
period and a viewing 
morning had been held 
on April 5, 2011, which 
had been attended by six 
separate parties. 

The councillors were 
told that the response to 
the marketing had been 
positive, with all interest 
emanating from the resi¬ 
dential sector. 

Contact had been 
made with the main con¬ 
venience stores during 
the marketing period but 
the reaction had been that 
the site was not in a suit¬ 
able location. 

In the end, 18 tenders 
had been submitted, and 
Mr Madley provided 


councillors with an 
analysis of each bid. 

He said that the ten¬ 
derers had all made 
assumptions in providing 
their bid price with par¬ 
ticular reference to the 
likely Section 106 costs, 
and the ability to provide 
adequate storm and foul 
drainage to the site with¬ 
out having to incur any 
additional costs. 

However, should any 
of the assumptions prove 
to be incorrect, or there 
was the need to alter their 
scheme to the detriment 
of their viability, this 
would have a downward 
effect on the price they 
could pay for the site. 

The councillors then 
decided that Taylor 
Wimpey be the preferred 
bidder. 

Since that meeting, 
negotiations have contin¬ 
ued, and the trust will be 
considering a progress 
report next Monday (July 
11 ). 

That report says the 
following: “Since Taylor 
Wimpey were accepted as 
preferred bidder, con¬ 
tracts have been drafted 
by the council's legal 
department and issued to 
Taylor Wimpey’s lawyers 
for comment.

THE ‘Men on the Run’ event

Former Welsh rugby international 
Rhys Williams led the race volunteers 
in a five minute warm-up at the town’s 
rugby club ground on Sunday, July 3, 
and Mr Bryan Wadham then officially 
started the race. 

The chairman of the local Cancer 
Research UK committee, Anne Birt, 
told The GEM: “Linda Strange, the 
area volunteer organiser for South 
Wales spoke briefly to the runners 
before the race and gave a few facts. 

“A total of £320m is raised annually 
for Cancer Research, and there is no 
government funding whatsoever!” 

The run was only the third such 


event held in Wales and England. 

Anne said: “We want to thank 
everyone who helped, especially the 
marshalls from the Rotary Club of 
Cowbridge and the First Responder 
Team, which attended in case of 
injury, but thankfully did not need to 
assist anyone. 

“It was a good morning with a great 
atmosphere and hopefully there will be 
more entrants next year. The current 
total is around £2,500, but may end up 
being a little more.” 

There were actually two runs - a 5k 
and a 10k, depending on considera¬ 
tions such as fitness, and age! 

The winner of the 5K race was 14- 
year-old Lewis Brunt, who attends the 
Welsh-speaking school Plas Mawr in 
Cardiff. 

At first he was going to run with his 
friend Adam Evans, but Adam broke 
his foot playing football the Friday 
before the event!

Bags could lead 
to criminal charge’ 


I WRITE with 
reference to the 
inappropriate 
placing of black bin 
bags for collection 
on non-collection 
weeks. 

Since my division has 
implemented weekly 
kitchen food collections 
to all our customers, 
almost all the household¬ 
ers have been excellent 
in embracing the new 
service, together with its 
associated fortnightly 
residual black bin bags 
collections. 

However, there are 
still a limited number of 
our residents who think 
that if they place their 
bin bags out on a weekly 
basis we will still collect 
them on this basis. 

I am sorry to have to 
say that this is simply 
not the case, and those 
householders who do put 
their refuse out on non¬ 
collection weeks, are 
more likely to face a 
home visit from one of 
our enforcement team 
than have their black bin 
bags sent to landfill. 

Ignoring the fact that 
anyone dumping their 
black bin bags on our 
streets shows a total dis¬ 
regard for their neigh¬ 
bours and the neighbour¬ 
hood in which they 
reside, it is also a crimi¬ 
nal offence that could 
result in a fine for per¬ 
sistent offenders or even 


a prosecution through 
the courts. 

Ah residents who par¬ 
ticipate in our recycling 
and composting services 
should not need a resid¬ 
ual black bag collection 
service over and above 
that provided. 

Our current service 
arrangements are sup¬ 
ported by our 
Government’s ‘blue 
print’ for collection serv¬ 
ices. 

We understand that 
there may be extenuating 
factors that result in a 
requirement for the 
immediate disposal of 
residual waste, and in 
such cases this waste can 
be taken to one of our 
two household waste 
recycling centres at 
Hayes Road (shortly to 
move to the Atlantic 
Trading Estate, Barry) 
and Llandow. Here it 
can be disposed of free 
of charge. 

I would, therefore, 
implore our residents to 
act responsibly in help¬ 
ing us recycle and com¬ 
post everything possible. 

If they follow our 
recycling processes, 
there should be no need 
to dump black bin bags 
on our streets on a week¬ 
ly basis.

The report contin¬ 
ues: “At the time of 
drafting this report, the 
council’s legal depart¬ 
ment was yet to receive 
any comments from 
Taylor Wimpey’s 
lawyers, although on 
the basis of feedback 
from the council’s 
agent, it is anticipated 
that any amendments 
will be of a fairly 
minor nature. 

The report adds: 
“Taylor Wimpey have 
been making good 
progress and have 
accessed the site with 
their ecologist and 
technical surveying 
teams. Work is there¬ 
fore moving at a signif¬ 
icant pace. 

“It is hoped that 
exchange of contracts 
can take place at an 
early date. This will 
then allow Taylor 
Wimpey to work to 
submitting the plan¬ 
ning application in a 
timely fashion.” 

The councillors at 
next Monday’s meeting 
have another decision 
to make, because the 
local education author¬ 
ity has said that it will 
have no use for the 3.5 
acre playing fields that 
are adjacent to the 
Cattle Market. 

In theory, the Trust 
Committee could 
decide to sell off this 
land, but the report 
points out that the land 
is designated as “coun¬ 
tryside” and the site 
also lies within the 
Cowbridge conserva¬ 
tion area, which was 
designated in July 
2010 . 

The advice from Vale 
Council planners, 
therefore, is that the 
site is not considered to 
have any development 
potential and it is rec¬ 
ommended that it 
remains in recreation¬ 
al use.

A LOCAL man has 
lodged an appeal 
against a decision to 
refuse planning per¬ 
mission to operate a 
day creche from a 
home in 
Ystradowen. 

Mr Colum Sullivan of 
1, St Owain’s Crescent, 
Ystradowen has lodged 
the appeal against the 
refusal of his change of 
use application from 
residential to a day 
creche. 

The creche aims to 
take up to 12 children, 
from six months to 
school age. 

It is also planned to 
provide four parking 
spaces and cycle park¬ 
ing. 

The creche’s opening 
hours wuld be 7.30am 
to 6.30pm, Monday to 
Friday, with a maximum 
of four staff at any one 
time.

Cowbridge hasn’t 
altered greatly in size 
over the last 50 years, 
but inevitably there have 
been numerous changes 
and we have tried, in the 
Local History Room, to 
keep a record of some of 
these. 

The railway station 
and the cinema closed in 
the 1950s and the course 
of the river Thaw was 
diverted through the 
town. The by-pass was 
built in the 1960s; the 
boys ’ Grammar School 
and girls ’ High School 
merged and went com¬ 
prehensive in the 1970s 
(and Old Hall was 
restored to become an 
adult education centre, 
with the library and 
health centre built in its 
grounds). 

Roman finds around 
the High Street in the 
1980s led to major 
archaeological digs, 
revealing the strong 
Roman presence here; 
and the weekly cattle 
market, with its origins 
in mediaeval times, 
began its decline in the 


1990s. An exhibition is 
being staged in Old Hall 
on Saturday, July 16, 
displaying some of the 
material held in the 
Local History Room for 
the years around 1950- 
1990. 

There will be a photo¬ 
graphic ‘walk through 
Cowbridge ’from east to 
west, and photos, pro¬ 
grammes etc of events 
held in the town. 

Do come in and see if 
you can recall faces and 
shops and let us know if 
we are recording any¬ 
thing incorrectly. 

Old Hall will be open 
that day between 12noon 
and about 4.30pm and in 
its grounds in the after¬ 
noon, will be the cele¬ 
brations by the Charter 
Trust for the restoration 
of the town walls. 

We would like to 
thank all of you who 
have generously donat¬ 
ed, or loaned for copy¬ 
ing, some of this materi¬ 
al.

Three years for 
serial burglar 

COURT TOLD OF BREAK-IN 
AT A COWBRIDGE FLAT 


A PORTHCAWL 
man has been jailed 
for a total of three 
years at Cardiff 
Crown Court after 
admitting offences 
of burglary and 
possessing heroin. 

Judge Christopher 
Llewellyn-Jones told 39- 
year-old Rhys Carter of 
New Road: “The more 
serious offence was 
undoubtedly the burgla¬ 
ry. 

“The effect of what 
you did had been 
brought home by the 
victim’s impact state¬ 
ment. It’s not the prop¬ 
erty you took, it was the 
precious photographs on 
a laptop, which were of 
his children taken over 
many years.” 

He warned Carter that 
if he committed another 
burglary, he would

receive a minimum sen¬ 
tence of three years. 

Prosecutor Julian 
Greenwood said that on 
February 2 of last year, 
undercover police offi¬ 
cers on duty in the centre 
of Bridgend taking part 
in “Operation Horizon” 
were targeting drug deal¬ 
ers in the town. In the 
Mackworth Street area. 
Carter passed an officer 
three wraps of heroin 
worth £10. 

On another occasion, 
said Mr Greenwood, 
Carter broke into a flat in 
Cowbridge, in the vicin¬ 
ity of Eagle Lane, 
through a quarterlight. 
Carter stole a laptop 
computer, an iPod, and 
two mobile phones.

The court was told that 
the flat occupier, Stuart 
Frost, said he had been 
caused considerable dis¬ 
tress by the burglary, 
could not sleep, and 
found himself sick and 
shaken. 

Carter was said to 
have previous convic¬ 
tions for burglary. 

His counsel, Meirion 
Davies, said that for the 
last 10 years. Carter had 
spent a substantial peri¬ 
od in prison. 

“The only issue in this 
case therefore is the 
length of the sentence. 
He didn’t damage the 
premises he burgled, and 
there was no messy 
search. 

“For many years, he 
had been a heroin addict.

FIXED PENALTY FINES FOR 
THREE VALE DOG OWNERS 


VALE dog owners 
have been flned for 
failing to clean up 
after their animals. 

The council’s waste 
management and 
cleansing team issued 
three £75 fixed penalty 
notices in Barry and St 
Athan during the week 
commencing June 19. 

Six dogs were also 
removed from 
Whitmore Bay at Barry 


Island, where the sum¬ 
mer dog ban is in place, 
and the dogs’ owners 
were given warnings. 

The council warns it 
will take legal action 
against dog walkers 
who flout the summer 
ban on dogs on certain 
Vale beaches. 

Coun Geoff Cox, 
cabinet member for vis¬ 
ible and building servic¬ 
es at the council, said: 
“Under the Dogs 


(Fouling of Land) Act 
1996, three Vale resi¬ 
dents have been issued 
with penalties over a 
few days. 

“Should they refuse 
to pay their fine, they 
can be prosecuted and 
may face a court 
appearance with a maxi¬ 
mum penalty of £1,000. 

“Dog owners are 
legally bound not to 
allow their pets to foul 
at random in public

H OW should Wales 
be financed? Do 
we get our fair 
share of the UK cake? 
Should we set some of 
our own taxes? Should 
Wales be able to borrow 
money? 

These are all issues that 
will he discussed with UK 
government over the next few 
months 

Some two years ago now, 
the then Assembly 
Government set up a 
Commission to look at all 
these things, and it delivered 
its final report last summer. 

It found that Wales should 
be getting £300 million more 
every year from London (our 
present budget is about £15.7 
billion). Our position is that 
this needs to be dealt with, and 
soon. 

At the moment, different 
parts of the UK receive their 
money through a mechanism 
called the Barnett formula. It 
was devised in 1979 so it’s 
now out of date. 

Wales does reasonably well 
out of it, but not anything 
like as well as Scotland. We 
think that should change, 
and Wales should get the 
£300 million a year that the 
evidence shows we’re entitled 
to. 

The next question for us is 
whether Wales should take 
more responsibility for the 
money raised here in tax. 
Before we get to that, though.

we need to look at the ques¬ 
tion of borrowing. 

Northern Ireland can bor¬ 
row money up to a limit. 
Scotland will soon be able to 
do the same. The UK govern¬ 
ment can borrow money to 
finance projects in England, 
but in Wales, the Welsh 
Government can’t borrow, 
even though councils can. 

Of course, you only bor¬ 
row money to pay for big 
one-off projects like new 
roads or hospitals, not to pay 
for your everyday expendi¬ 
ture. 

Imagine a street with four 
neighbouring houses. Three 
of them can borrow money 
for new extensions or house 
improvements. The fourth 
can’t. 

Wales is that fourth house, 
and I don’t think that makes 
sense. We should be able to 
borrow for infrastructure 
projects such as rail and 
road, but up to a limit, 
remembering that the money 
has to be paid back. 


What about tax? I don’t 
believe we should seek pow¬ 
ers to vary income tax. There 
are great practical problems 
and I’ve no doubt that people 
would think that they would 
see their taxes go up. I sus¬ 
pect there would also have to 
be another referendum on 
that issue and we’ve only just 
had one on devolution. 

There are other taxes that 
would be useful to get powers 
over though, such as air pas¬ 
senger duty, which we could 
use to help the airports; land¬ 
fill tax and the aggregates 
levy, and stamp duty. 

Imagine for example what 
could be done for housebuy- 
ers if that could be reduced 
for a while. 

Finally, we have corpora¬ 
tion tax, which is the tax 
levied on businesses. This is a 
tempting proposition because 
we could reduce business 
taxes and help to create jobs. 

The downside, though, is 
that a big reduction in corpo¬ 
ration tax would mean less 
money in the Welsh budget 
and so less money for schools 
and hospitals. 

In time, more businesses 
would be created who would 
pay tax, and the money 
should then come back into 
Welsh coffers, but this would 
take time. 

Interesting time ahead, 
though.

Help speed up slow 
broadband in Vale 


H OW good 
is your 
internet 

access? ‘Poor’ is 
often the 
response I hear 
from constituents 
across the rural 
Vale. 

I have been cam¬ 
paigning, since being 
elected, to improve 
internet delivery serv¬ 
ices for communities 
across the Vale. 

At the beginning of 
this year, a family in 
Dyffryn who had con¬ 
tacted my office, were 
the first to benefit 
from the broadband 
support scheme, 
which helps residents 
and businesses fund 
the purchase of the 
satellite system. 

The Welsh 
Government's £2m 
extension to the 
broadband improve¬ 
ment scheme offers up 
to £1,000 for residents 
to buy an alternative, 
if they have poor con¬ 
nectivity of less than 
2Mbps. 

I attended a debate 
in Westminster last 
month, which 
addressed the con¬ 
cerns that rural busi¬ 
nesses and rural com¬ 
munities across the 
UK are isolated and 
undermined by slow 
broadband and the 


lack of mobile voice 
and mobile broadband 
coverage. 

The motion called 
on the communica¬ 
tions regulator Ofcom 
to increase the cover¬ 
age obligation to 98 
per cent to support 
the Government’s 
commitment to build 
both the best superfast 
broadband network in 
Europe and provide 
everyone in the UK 
with a minimum of 2 
Mbps by 2015. 

In a meeting with 
the Director of Ofcom 
for Wales last week, I 
was pleased to hear 
that Ofcom will be 
doing all it can to sup¬ 
port mobile broad¬ 
band coverage when it 
auctions the 800MHz 
and 2.6GHz spectrum 
in the first half of 
2012. 

Within the last fort¬ 
night, I met with sen¬ 
ior executives at BT 
Openreach and raised 
specific issues with 
them about their cur¬ 
rent provision of 
broadband to the 
rural Vale, particular¬ 
ly with regard to 
Colwinston in the west 
and Hensol to the 
north-east of the coun¬ 
ty- 

While I welcomed 
their roll-out of fibre- 
optic broadband in 
Llantwit Major and

Barry over recent 
months, I highlighted 
the cases of many resi¬ 
dents and businesses 
who need to benefit 
from basic connectivi¬ 
ty at the very least, if 
not the superfast 
speeds delivered by 
fibre-optic infrastruc¬ 
ture. 

I pressed BT on 
their plans for the 
roll-out of broadband 
within the Vale, par¬ 
ticularly given that the 
UK government has 
made £500m available 
to guarantee 2Mbps to 
every BT household 
by 2015. 
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I am looking for¬ 
ward to some really 
positive announce¬ 
ments on this soon. 

Having been to see 
how the satellite sys¬ 
tem works in practice, 
it is ideal for those 
who live in broadband 
‘not spots’ across the 
Vale. 

I’d urge others who 
live too far away from 
their local exchange, 
or who have a broad¬ 
band download speed 
regularly lower than 
512Mb, to use the 
broadband support 
scheme. 

The satellite system 
provides a reliable 
and high capacity 
broadband service - 
enabling users to be 
able to complete 
everything from 
schoolwork, uploading 
large work presenta¬ 
tions and sharing and 
enjoying multimedia 
with family and 
friends.

CCTV arrests

It is almost 10 years 
since the Welsh Rugby 
Union put forward plans 
for a sports complex on 
the Bridgend site, which 
includes an old prisoner 
-of-war camp. 

That WRU plan 
included sports grounds, 
housing, a hotel, and it 
would also have been 
the official training base 
for the Welsh team, and 
a training academy for 
future Welsh players. 

Now, after a vote by 
Bridgend County 
Borough Council 
(BCBC) councillors, a 
similar sporting scheme 
has been given the go- 
ahead. 

It will be operated by

• A 2,000-seat foot¬ 
ball stadium, plus two 
extra pitches. 

• A 5,000-seat rugby 
union stadium, plus 
three outdoor training 
pitches. 

• An indoor tennis 
centre plus 10 outdoor 
courts. 

• An indoor 4G train¬ 
ing pitch and sports hall 
offering badminton, 
squash and other sports. 

• An indoor swim¬ 
ming pool. 

The scheme includes 
an extension to the 
adjoining science park. 

The site would be 
accessed by a new junc¬

around, the plan attract¬ 
ed support from a wide 
range of sporting clubs 
based in Bridgend coun¬ 
ty borough, who came 
forward and welcomed 
the plans.

Tory AM hits out at no out 
-of-hours scanner service 


RESEARCH car¬ 
ried out for regional 
Tory AM Suzy 
Davies has revealed 
that scanners at the 
Princess of Wales 
Hospital only oper¬ 
ate at night and 
weekends when 
there is an emer¬ 
gency. 

The CT scanner at the 
hospital operates from 
Sam until 6pm on 
Mondays to Thursdays 
and on Fridays until 5pm. 

The MRI scanner 
works from 8.30am to 
5pm Monday to Friday. 

In response to a 
Freedom of Information 
request submitted by the 
regional AM for South 
Wales west, Alexandra 
Howells, acting chief 
executive of the 
Abertawe Bro 

Morgannwg University 
Health Board, said that 
there was no out-of- 
hours cover at the 
moment for the MRI 
scanner, although a busi¬ 
ness case is being devel¬ 
oped. 

With the CT scanner, 
she said that this was 
manned out-of-hours on 
an emergency basis by an 
on-call service. Urgent 
CT scans can be arranged 
for stroke patients. 

Mrs Davies said that 
she was concerned about 
the knock-on effect of 
delays in patients being 
scanned. 

“A constituent con¬ 
tacted me to say that she 
was admitted into the 
Princess of Wales on a 
bank holiday Saturday 
and it was decided that 


she needed an ultra 
sound scan. Nothing hap¬ 
pened on the Sunday or 
the Monday because of 
the bank holiday and she 
finally had the scan on 
the Tuesday. Nothing 
untoward was found and 
she was discharged. 

“What concerns me is 
that this person spent 
four days occupying a 
much-needed hospital 
bed while she waited for 
a scan. If she could have 
had it either the same day 
or the day after, a bed 
would have been freed 
up for someone else to 
occupy. 

“The lack of beds is at 
the root of many prob¬ 
lems within the NHS, 
and an easy way of mak¬ 
ing more beds available 
would be to increase the 
operating hours of the 
scanners across the 
board. 

“It would save a lot of 
people from being kept 
hanging about in hospital 
beds, especially at week¬ 
ends and bank holidays.” 

Mrs Davies claimed: 
“The NHS is at breaking 
point with ambulances 
stacked outside hospitals 
trying to discharge 
patients into emergency 
departments which are 
full of people lying on 
trolleys while they wait 
for a bed to become 
free.” 

Mrs Davies said that 
she will be writing to 
health Minister Lesley 
Griffiths on this issue. 

“We must work 
smarter in the health 
service if it is to respond 
to all the demands being 
put upon it. I know that 
the Welsh Labour 


Government has decided 
to chop £1 billion from 
the health bill over the 
next few years, but 
spending some money up 
front to either employ 
more scanner staff or foot 
an overtime bill would 
end up saving money in 
the long run. 

“It would help allevi¬ 
ate the crippling beds 
shortage we are seeing. 
Bridgend has lost 200 
beds over the past 20 
years and this figure can 
be replicated all over 
Wales. 

“Thousands of beds 
have been axed and we 
are now reaping the 
results of that policy with 
the crisis we are going 
through,” she alleged. 

A spokeswoman for 
the trust responded: “We 
are satisfied that the 
arrangements we have in 
place for scanning and 
provision of pharmacy 
services, both in hours 
and out of hours, ensure 
that we are able to meet 
the clinical needs of 
patients in a timely way - 
safety of patients has to 
be our top priority. 

“This is particularly 
important for emergency 
patients who may require 
our services at any time 
of day or night and we 
are confident that we are 
able to deliver this level 
of response. 

“In addition, new 
ways of working have 
been introduced which 
means patients are able 
to bring their own med¬ 
ication into hospital; 
there is more medication 
available on wards and 
better planning of 
patient’s discharge. 


“Clearly we are keen 
to minimise any delays in 
delivering care to 
patients at any stage of 
their stay in hospital as 
this can also impact on 
our ability to provide 
effective services in 
A&E. 

“We monitor and 
address all causes of 
delay on a daily basis. 

“These efforts are 
paying off within ABMU 
as demonstrated by the 
improved levels of per¬ 
formance in achieving 
the four-hour wait. 

“The current position 
across the Health Board 
is an achievement rate of 
94 per cent. 

“In June, the Health 
Board achievement rate 
was the highest in Wales. 
Therefore it is important 
to point out that the 
instances of queuing 
ambulances and people 
lying on trolleys alluded 
to in the press statement 
are now exceptional situ¬ 
ations. 

“However we recog¬ 
nise that there are still 
some circumstances 
where patients do experi¬ 
ence delays in waiting 
for some aspects of their 
care, particularly on the 
weekend. 

“In order to deliver 
further improvements to 
patient care and the use 
of resources we will need 
to consider whether it is 
possible to make some of 
our services routinely 
available on a seven-day 
basis. ”

COUNCIL PLANS 
TO GO WEEKLY 
FOR RECYCLING 
COLLECTIONS! 


THE Vale Council 
is planning weekly 
kerbside collections 
of co-mingled dry 
recycling*^ in a bid 
to improve its recy¬ 
cling rate after 
missing Welsh 
Government tar¬ 
gets. 

The council’s recy¬ 
cling rate for the year 
2009/10 was 37.8 per 
cent, against a target of 
40 per cent. 

Significantly, the next 
target the council is sup¬ 
posed to reach is in 
2015, when it rises to 58 
per cent. 

With these targets 
looming, a report that 
was presented to the 
Vale Council cabinet 
yesterday, saying that 
“doing nothing is not an 
option”. 

In the report, council 
officers suggested that 
the two main factors 
affecting the recycling 
rate are that the collec¬ 
tions are currently on 
alternate weeks, and “.. 
the labour levels 
involved in the current 
material sort process by 
our residents.” 

The latter phrase 
appears to suggest that 
people in the Vale find it 
too much trouble to sort 
the recycling before put¬ 
ting it out. 

The new scheme will 
let residents put the 
recycling out unsorted. 

The new scheme will 
also, it is stated, save 
around £200,000 from a 
budget that this year has 
to find £400,000 of sav¬ 
ings. 

At first glance, col¬ 
lecting twice as often 
doesn’t sound like a 
means of cutting costs, 
but the report says that 
in total, if the council 
can increase recycling 
rates by 35 per cent, a 
saving of £283,657 
could be made in the 
remaining seven months 
of this financial year 
(2011/12) even though

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collections will not start 
until September 1. The 
savings appear to be 
possiWe for two main 
reasons. First, the coun¬ 
cil will be transferring a 
number of staff from 
agency workers to full 
time. 

The report says that 
26 agency staff will go, 
and they will be replaced 
by 15 permanent. Four 
vehicles will be taken 
off the road as the 
improved staffing 
arrangements mean that 
existing vehicles will be 
used more intensively. 

The report says that 
this will generate sav¬ 
ings of £252,000. 

The remaining sav¬ 
ings will come about 
because the council has 
renegotiated its arrange¬ 
ments with Biff a, the 
company that holds the 
contract for waste dis¬ 
posal - a contract that 
does not expire until 
March 31, 2013. 

At the moment, the 
council pays Biffa £40 
per tonne to dispose of 
“mixed materials”, but a 
new rate of £14.50 per 
tonne has been agreed, 
says the report. 

The report acknowl¬ 
edges that some of this 
material may end up 
contaminated and hence 
be unsuitable for recy¬ 
cling, but the overall 
result is still expected to 
save cash. 

The main area of con¬ 
cern is that at the end of 
2010, the Leader of the 
Vale Council, Coun 
Gordon Kemp, wrote to 
the then Assembly 
Minister for 
Environment, 
Sustainability and 
Housing, Jane Davidson, 
to gain Welsh 
Government (WG) 
approval for the plan. 

However, her 
response falls short of 
whole-hearted support. 


because the WG favours 
waste collection systems 
where the householder 
sorts the recycling 
before collection. In fact, 
she points approvingly 
to the new system in 
Bridgend county bor¬ 
ough, which began last 
June. 

The collection there is 
weekly for everything 
except waste that can’t 
be recycled, which is 
fortnightly. 

A Bridgend resident 
now puts out two black 
boxes (newspaper in one 
and glass and cardboard 
in the other) one large 
blue reusable bag (plas¬ 
tic, cans, and aerosols) 
and a kitchen waste box, 
all once a week. 

There was initial hos¬ 
tility in many areas, but 
that now seems to have 
died away, and many 
residents are very 
pleased with the scheme. 

In her letter, Jane 
Davidson points out that 
Bridgend has jumped 
from 21st out of 22 
Welsh local authorities 
in terms of recycling rate 
to fourth, with a rate of 
50.78 per cent. 

She also says that 
Bridgend County 
Borough Council 
(BCBC) has saved £1 
million by changing its 
contractor and pursuing 
the current recycling 
drive. 

This because the 
ready sorted material can 
be sold to recycling 
companies, rather than 
having to be sorted at a 
waste management cen¬ 
tre. 

* Clifford Parish, the 
operational manager for 
visible services at the 
Vale Council, said: “Dry 
recycling is paper, glass, 
cans, cardboard and 
plastic and co-mingling 
means that residents do 
not have to separate 
these various materials 
before placing them in 
the recycling boxes on 
the kerbside for collec¬ 
tion. ”

‘Loving mother’ of 
Glen walks free after 
manslaughter verdict 


A LOVING mother 
who killed her 
autistic son by 
strangling him in a 
hotel room near 
Cardiff Airport, 
has walked free 
from the dock at 
Cardiff Crown 
Court. 

Yvonne Freeny (50) 
who had lived in Penarth 
was cleared of murder¬ 
ing 11-year-old Glen. 
She had admitted 
manslaughter on the 
grounds of diminished 
responsibility. 

Mr Justice Wyn 
Williams described the 
case as the most difficult 
he had dealt with. 

He sentenced Freeny 
to a three-year commu¬ 
nity order involving 
three-year’s supervision, 
as well as a mental 
health requirement. 

He agreed with psy¬ 
chiatrists that Freeny’s 
culpability was very low 
and that she had acted 
out of sheer desperation. 

Prosecutor Greg 
Taylor argued that 


although Freeny was 
what he described as a 
“sad, defeated woman” 
she was sane and in con¬ 
trol of her actions when 
she killed her child. 

The court heard that 
Glen, who was severely 
autistic, was killed in a 
room at the Sky Plaza 
Hotel in May last year. 
He was not discovered 
for three days. 

When police officers 
visited the room, they 
found Freeny sitting on 
the bed covered in 
blood, after having tried 
to kill herself by cutting 
her wrists. 

Freeny had three 
other disabled children 
and had been living in 
hotels with Glen since 
leaving her violent hus¬ 
band. 

She told officers she 
was terrified that Social 
Services would take the 
boy into care, and she 
did not trust anyone else 
to look after him. 

She said: “It’s funny. 
He was laughing when I 
was strangling him. 
That is when I knew he 
was happy.

“I had to do it because 
now, no-one can point 
fingers at him. My only 
regret is that I couldn’t 
end my own life.” 

Freeny’s counsel, 
John Charles Rees QC, 
pointed out that she was 
a woman of exemplary 
character and admitted 
manslaughter at the first 
opportunity and never 
disputed the facts. 

He said her case was 
at the top end of the 
spectrum of diminished 
responsibility and in 
every respect it was 
exceptional. 

“She was undoubted¬ 
ly a most loving mother 
and she killed when suf¬ 
fering under a disorder 
and not out of malice.” 

In effect, he said, she 
had already served a 
sentence the equivalent 
of two years, two 
months. 

The judge said the 
course he was taking 
was in his view, an 


exceptional one. Her 
plan, said the judge had 
been first to kill Glen, 
then herself. 

Her responsibility for 
what occurred was very 
much reduced. 

There was no doubt, 
he said, that she was 
utterly devoted to Glen 
throughout his short life. 

“She showered him 
with love and affection, 
and cared for him day in, 
and day out.” 

Her husband, said the 
judge, had been violent 
to her several times a 
year. In addition, she 
had cared for her moth¬ 
er, who suffered with 
dementia until she died. 

Her home, which had 
been in Salop Street, had 
resembled a pigsty. 

During the six weeks 
when she and Glen lived 
in hotels, she became 
increasingly desperate. 

The judge said: “She 
suffered from, and still 
suffers from, a personal¬ 
ity disorder, and at the 
time of the killing had a 
severe abnormality of 
mind. 

“Her ability to think 


sensibly and logically 
had all but gone. She 
had lost the ability at the 
time to think straight, 
and her culpability was 
at a very low level.” 

He said he didn’t con¬ 
sider there was a risk of 
her causing serious harm 
to others, and there were 
very substantial mitigat¬ 
ing features. 

He said he concluded 
that he should not 
impose an immediate 
prison sentence, and she 
had already served the 
greater part of what 
would have been such a 
sentence. 

The gravity of the 
crime, said the judge, 
was marked by a sen¬ 
tence she had, in effect, 
already served. 

He ordered that she be 
directed to reside where 
indicated by the proba¬ 
tion service, and in 
approved premises 
which were not to be 
publicised, and he also 
ordered that she must 
not have unsupervised 
contact with children 
under 18.

and face a race against 
time to learn of its 
secrets before the 
Decepticons (or bad 
guys) get there - which 
would be bad news for 
Sam (Shia LaBeouf), 
his new girlfriend Carly 
(Rosie Huntington- 


Whitely) and the rest of 
humanity...In the run up 
to the release of Dark 
Of The Moon, director 
Michael Bay claimed 
that not only had they 
learned the lessons of a 
sequel that even the cast 
slammed as being poor, 
but also that the 3D on 
show in this film would 
be the best example yet 
of how far this new 
technology can go. 

You can only assume 
that should Mr Bay tell 
you it was raining out¬ 
side, you would need to 
go to the window and 


check, as his above 
statements bear no 
resemblance to the 
shoddy, uninspired mess 
that is the final product. 

Instead, he and 
screenwriter Ehren 
Kruger (writer of the 
maligned ... Fallen) 
have conspired to make 
something that manages 
to batter your brain, 
eyes and ears into 
bloody submission, 
leaving you a shell of 
the person you were 
when you entered the 
cinema 150 minutes 
previously. 

The film is bad on so 
many levels. Bay mak¬ 
ing a film that survives 
on testosterone and CGI 
robot smackdowns 
alone, paying scant 
regard for those essen¬ 
tial elements that make 
films great - story and 
performances. 

Certainly he delivers 
on the histrionic car¬ 
nage front, as robot 
tears into robot with 
glorious abandon, but 
the set pieces lack any 
invention or real flair, 
and could have simply 
been off cuts from the 
previous outings. 

Similarly, the 3D use 
adds depth of vision but 
does nothing to warrant 
Bay’s pre-release tri¬ 
umphing of the format. 

While Bay’s direction 
delivers brawn rather 
than brains, Ehren 
Kruger’s script delivers 
neither. While using the 
1969 moon landing as 
the launch pad for the 
story is a clever idea, it

soon runs out of steam 
and degenerates into the 
traditional good versus 
evil, while the more 
intriguing elements are 
soon buried to make 
way for more simplistic 
storytelling. 

The performances 
fail to enliven things 
either, ranging from 
poor to downright 
abysmal. ShiaLeBeouf 
is a likeable enough 
performer but here he 
seems to vary from 
either overacting or 
shouting very loudly. 

Rosie Huntington- 
Whitely deserves a little 
bit of credit in her first 
big screen outing, but 
her performance mainly 
consists of figure hug¬ 
ging dresses and pout¬ 


ing - it’s as if Megan 
Eox had never gone 
away! 

Only John Turturro 
and Erances 
McDormand offer any¬ 
thing resembling decent 
performances, but even 
they are dragged down 
by their surroundings, 
the pair no doubt enjoy¬ 
ing the financial bene¬ 
fits of the blockbuster 
without having to put in 
their usual workload. 

With the film having 
achieved box office of 
more than $150 million 
in its first five days in 
America alone, there is 
every chance that there 
will be another install¬ 
ment for the franchise. 

However, if it is to 
regain any critical 
baubles, then a new 
vision is needed as is an 
ability to marry up 
intelligence and specta¬ 
cle, as Dark Of The 
Moon is as creatively 
bankrupt an exercise as 
it is possible to see, and 
makes for a truly 
unpleasant viewing 
experience. 

VERDICT: A point 
less effort that succeeds 
only in smashing your 
senses to smithereens. 
Transformers: Dark Of 
The Moon is a truly 
abysmal film. Michael 
Bay’s sledgehammer 
direction and weak per¬ 
formances merely put 
the cherry on the top of 
this foul tasting cake. 
Avoid at all costs.

THE development 
of a marina in 
Barry is now a real¬ 
istic objective, a 
leading regenera¬ 
tion campaigner has 
told The GEM. 

Paul Haley, the chair¬ 
man of Pride in Barry, 
said the project would 
change perceptions of the 
town and could be the 
present generation’s gift 
to people of the future. 

Mr Haley told The 
GEM: “I am very opti¬ 
mistic about the future of 
Barry regeneration. 

“The £9m that we first 
got is being used effec¬ 
tively, and I believe will 
provide leverage for 
more money to come into 
the town. 

“But there has to be 
the aspiration for some¬ 
thing really big: some¬ 
thing that will act as a 
catalyst as to how Barry 
is viewed, and that would 


be a marina at the 
Waterfront. 

“I have spoken to a 
number of people and 
they are positive and 
enthusiastic. I have yet to 
come across someone 
who has said: ‘You can’t 
do that’.” 

Mr Haley’s comments 
have to be taken serious¬ 
ly. For years the town 
had good reason to feel 
neglected, with signifi¬ 
cant regeneration funds 
going elsewhere in Wales 
until a campaign by Pride 
in Barry helped deliver 
£9m and ‘regeneration’ 
status. 

Mr Haley said a mari¬ 
na would create jobs, 
generate revenue through 
moorings, and provide a 
centre-piece for the 
Waterfront development. 

He explained: “It is 
now the right time to 
press the case while the 
town is a regeneration 
area.”

If a partnership of private companies, 
local and central government work 
together this part of the Waterfront 
could become a bustling marina. 
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Turkish locals 
face charges in 
connection with 
fatal accident 


THE parents of a 
nine-year-old Vale 
child who lost her 
life on holiday in 
Turkey will be in 
court this week to 
see those responsi¬ 
ble face criminal 
charges. 

Nearly 12 months 
after nine-year-old Cerys 
Potter from Llancarfan 
died in a tragic white 
water rafting incident, a 
trial is set to start later 
this week in Mugla, 
Turkey. 

Her parents, Terry and 
Julie Potter, have trav¬ 
elled to Turkey to hear 
the charges read and are 
hoping that the trial will 
highlight the risks facing 
tourists who use unregu¬ 
lated rafting excursions. 

Terry Potter said: “The 
pressure that we have put 
on the Turkish prosecutor 
seems to be having some 
effect. Two raft guides 
and two raft company 
owners will face criminal 
charges arising from 
Cerys’ death. 

“I believe that this has 
only happened as a result 
of the help and support 
from everyone in the UK 
and particularly those 
who wrote to the Turkish 
Tourist Authority as part 
of the campaign.” 

Vale MP, Alun Cairns, 
who has been working 
with the family since the 
incident, said that he was 
pleased that the prosecu¬ 
tions are taking place but 
it was more important 
that people were made 
aware of the risks. 

He said: “Clearly, we 


have seen a huge amount 
of pressure on the 
Turkish authorities. I 
believe that the pressure 
on the Consulate in 
London and on the 
Tourist Authority will 
have been key. 

“We need to continue 
our focus on highlighting 
the risks to people who 
are travelling to areas 
that offer rafting and 
other dangerous excur¬ 
sions. 

“Thomson Holidays 
has now changed its 
guidance and it is essen¬ 
tial that people should 
only book such activities 
with companies that have 
properly qualified people 
operating them.” 

Terry Potter said: “A 
charity has been set up in 
Cerys’s memory. We 
have a number of events 
coming up over the next 
few months, and these 
will also bring attention 
to the risks to holiday 
makers in Turkey. 

“All cash raised will 
be used to provide music, 
drama and dance tuition 
to kids who would not 
otherwise be able to 
enjoy these activities.” 

Cerys lost her life on a 
trip organised by 
Marmaris Rafting. Terry 
Potter said: “Despite the 
pending charges, it 
appears that Marmaris 
rafting is still operating 
and still taking young 
kids on a trip which is 
much too dangerous for 
any child. 

“I was in Turkey at the 
beginning of June with 
an ITV film crew and we 
filmed at the rafting com¬ 
pany’s base camp.” 


The critical require¬ 
ment in order for a mari¬ 
na to go ahead is a ‘lock¬ 
ing mechanism’ to allow 
boats in and out of the 
dock efficiently and the 
cost would be £20m. 

Mr Haley believes that 
there is potential for five 
partners - the Welsh 
Government, the Vale 
Council, Persimmon, 
Associated British Ports 
and central government - 
to provide £4m each. The 
prize would be a contri¬ 
bution to the economic 
and cultural life of the 
town for decades. 

Mr Haley believes that 
bite sized chunks of 
funding from a number 
of parties makes the proj¬ 
ect attractive and realis¬ 
tic. 

He explained: “It 
would be the legacy of 
this generation to the 
future of Barry, and 
could be the longest last¬ 
ing of all the regenera¬ 
tion projects.” 

Waterside develop¬ 
ments have become pop¬ 
ular ways across the 
country of generating 
local economic activity. 
So much so, that a 
Northamptonshire town 
is even considering plans 
to bring the water to 
them! 

The Grand Union 
canal runs within two 


and a half miles of 
Daventry and the district 
council wants to build a 
spur off it so that boats 
and barges can be 
moored in a waterside 
area in the town with 
shops and restaurants 
alongside it which will 
attract visitors. 

Barry may need a 
‘locking mechanism’ but 
in other respects the 
infrastructure and water 
is already there. 

Mr Haley said that his 
dream was to one day see 
Barry as a self-sufficient 
town with its own facili¬ 
ties and major employ¬ 
ers, so that people lived 
and worked locally rather 
than having to be com¬ 
muters into Cardiff. 

Today, Thursday, July 
7, major planning appli¬ 
cations for the £230m 
regeneration of the 
Waterfront, which 

include a new link road 
to Barry Island, a pri¬ 
mary school, hotel, 
supermarket and a 
Waterfront area of cafes 
and restaurants, as well 
as 2,000 new homes, are 
being considered by the 
Vale's planning commit¬ 
tee. 

‘OUTSTANDING’ 

The Vale Council 
emphasised that a marina 
would bring major eco¬ 
nomic benefits, and Rob 
Thomas, the head of 
planning explained that it 
had been in discussions 
with the other relevant 


parties.The development 
of a marina in Barry 
would be an outstanding 
enhancement to the town, 
bringing new life, invest¬ 
ment and opportunities to 
the Waterfront. 

“Indeed, the council 
has previously looked in 
detail at the feasibility of 
providing a marina in 
Barry and has undertaken 
assessments as to the 
costs involved, as well as 
holding discussions with 
the then Welsh Assembly 
Government, Associated 
British Ports and the con¬ 
sortium who are seeking 
to redevelop Barry 
Waterfront.” 

Mr Thomas stressed: 
“The current proposals 
for the Waterfront 
exclude the area known 
as the Mole which is ide¬ 
ally located to take 
advantage of the dock 
and to maximise the use 
of the water for recre¬ 
ation and leisure. 

“As a consequence 
any future proposals for 
the Mole will need to 
seriously consider and 
facilitate the use of the 
dock for recreation and 
water based activities.” 

Mr Thomas added: 
“The council will also 
continue to maximise 
opportunities for the 
dock area through its 
contribution to the work 
of the Barry 
Regeneration Board.”

Going global at Barry Comprehensive! 


LAST WEEK, stu¬ 
dents at Barry 
Comprehensive

TALENTED singer, Ellen 
Angharad Williams from 
Cowbridge, is one of eight 
young people, all winners at the 
Swansea Urdd National 
Eisteddfod, who are putting the 
Hnishing touches to their per¬ 
formances as they look to com¬ 
pete for the prestigious Urdd 
Gobaith Cymru Bryn Terfel 
Scholarship.

PENARTH AND DISTRICT RAMBLERS’ NEWS 


Up to Allt yr Esgair and 
back down to Llangorse 


R ecently, 

Liz took a 
group of 12 
ramblers up to 
Llangorse Lake 
(Llyn Syfaddan) 
and journeying up, 
the Brecon Beacons 
were shrouded in 
mist with a steady 
drizzle falling, but 
the day proved to 
be fine and warm. 

Llangorse is the 
largest natural lake in 
south Wales, formed by 
glacial action, and is 
one mile in length, five 
miles in circumference 
and 505 feet above sea 
level. 

The Afon Llynfi pro¬ 
vides the main input of 
water and in 1925, 
archaeologists found 
virtually a complete 
dugout boat, basically a 
hollowed out trunk of a 
tree. 

The lake suffered 
pollution post war from 
sewage, detergent and 
agricultural fertilisers, 
so many of the rare 
plants, algae, fish, bird 
and plant life were 
almost destroyed. 

They began the first 
ascent of the day up Allt 
yr Esgair, known locally 
as The Allt (the name 
means wooded slope of 
the ridge). They had 
extensive views over¬ 
looking the Usk valley, 
the Brecon Beacons 
over Llangorse Lake 
and the Black 


Mountains in the north¬ 
east. 

The hilltop contains a 
hill fort believed to be 
Iron Age and the 
Roman road between Y 
Gaer fort at Brecon and 
Gobannium at 
Abergavenny runs along 
the ridge, now marked 
by a modem bridleway. 

Eollowing the Roman 
Road and then the main 
road, they walked on to 
the village of Bwlch 
where they joined part 
of the Beacons Way 
which climbs Cefn 
Moel before dropping 
into the valley towards 
Cwmdu. 

Their second climb 
took them up on to 
Mynydd Llangorse 
whose summit rises to 


515 metres with a trig 
point at 506 metres. 
They left the Beacons 
Way downhill towards 
Cwm Shenkin and 
passed near to the 
Llangorse multi activity 
centre at Gilfach Earm, 
which has two very tall 
trees that form the Sky 
Trek, a twin wire sys¬ 
tem where it is possible 
to enjoy the exhilarating 
sensation of careering 
down for a 100-metre 
stretch to the valley 
below. 

However enthralled, 
the group continued at a 
more leisurely pace 
back to Llangorse vil¬ 
lage.

Help to learn at 
a different pace 


DO your grand¬ 
children set your 
video recorder for 
you? Do they help 
you to send emails? 
Do they tweak your 
photographs for 
you? 

Knowledge and skills 
are funny things. What 
is easy for some is diffi¬ 
cult for others. 

We are all aware that 
everybody is different 
and that each of us has a 
different combination of 
abilities. 

We know that knowl¬ 
edge or skills do not 
arrive fully formed 
(child prodigies except¬ 
ed), but accumulate 
over time with revision 
and practice. 

We find that we learn 
more easily and remem¬ 
ber the things we are 
interested in. 

We become more 
accomplished in the 
skills for which we find 
we have an aptitude and 
enjoyment reinforces 
the process of develop¬ 
ment. 

Adults can be uncom¬ 
fortable with computers 
because they find it nec¬ 
essary to go through a 
learning process where¬ 
as young children 
already use and are 
comfortable with them. 
Age and experience is 
not helping as it should 


and that inhibits confi¬ 
dence at the start. 

Visitors or new mem¬ 
bers will sometimes be 
heard to murmur “way 
over my head” and be 
somewhat disappointed. 
This is exactly where 
the computer club can 
help. 

The members under¬ 
stand that people new to 
computing can be 
daunted by the variety 
of things that it is possi¬ 
ble to do and by the 
technology involved. 

They can explain the 
friendly atmosphere and 
the willingness to help 
out. 

Many have been 
coming for years and 
still learn something at 
every meeting. It all 
takes time, but happens 
at a pace to suit the 
individual. 

Because people are 
different, courses of 
computer training, use¬ 
ful though they often 
are, can be too fast for 
one person and too slow 
for another on the same 
course. 

Penarth Computer 
Club tries to give new 
starters in September a 
boost by concentrating 
on the basics. In the 
new year we progress to 
improving skills accord¬ 
ing to what the mem¬ 
bers want to hear about. 

Talks are concentrat¬ 
ed on how to use com¬ 


puters, not how to build 
them. After all, most 
people watch TV with¬ 
out a pressing wish to 
build their own set.
